Aluminum provides very good magnetic shielding at higher frequencies (at 
least at about 100 kHz per measurements over the years in power converters I 
design and build) - if it is chemically treated to make the surface 
conductive, and a completly closed box. 


When shielding from a distant RF source, doesn't matter whether you look at 
E or H field, both do the same thing for your circuit as the leads look like 
a lot of little antennas. 


For RF shielding, best bet is to use copper clad PWB material and solder a 
tight box around the circuit (100% soldered around the perimeter). Inputs 
and outputs must be RF tight (coaxial filters, shielded wires soldered to 

the PWB, etc. Good coaxial filters for DC & control lines are a must.

What are you trying to attenuate? Electric or magnetic fields? If its 
electric fields, then 

you need to have a completely conducting surround. Aluminium forms an 
insulating 

oxide as soon as it comes off the rolling mill. Merely screwing it together 
may not give 

very good electric field attenuation. If you are trying to attenuate 
magnetic fields, then 

surround with a complete magnetic circuit, eg, mumetal. 
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RF screened rooms have a variety of designs. If the only requirement is to 
screen out local radio stations, a copper mesh or aluminum sheet room 

should work fine. Commercial shielded rooms take great pains to minimize 

any slots. Typically, the panels are screwed together every few inches, and 
doors are metal with RF lining the edges. Small holes (e.g., 1/2 inch or 
smaller) are okay, but any slots are verboten. Power lines into the room 

are very carefully filtered. It is not difficult to screen out AM broadcast 
stations, but a room has to be REALLY tight, to screen commercial FM stations.

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As I see it there are two schools of thought on this one. One side says that 

a ton of this stuff will be hitting the market in the next few years as those 
who have been hoarding, collecting, fixing and operating this stuff age and 
begin to die off which will cause prices to fall. The other side says this stuff 


is in short supply because communications equipment was originally marketed 

to a relatively small demographic segment of our population and therefore 
manufactured in limited quantities (compared to say...floor consoles or wooden 
cathedral table radios). The value of everything can be appraised by carefully 
considering supply and demand and price history. Do we have sufficient potential 
demand in the foreseeable future to keep prices high or do you see a drop in 
demand with lower prices eventually coming? Can we draw any parallels with the 
extremely high prices early wireless stuff (Adams-Morgan, Marconi, Mignon, 
Deforest, etc.) is bringing these days? Obviously the wireless stuff has value 
mostly as historic artifacts and little practical value. Will there be a 
sufficient demand in the future for historic pieces of ham gear; surviving 
original 

examples that were once considered desirable and popular to have? When we recap 
one of these we do so that we might improve its practical value for the 
enjoyment of being able to use it again. How does this affect the historic value? 
Will future prices continue to be determined by those with practical interests 
or will those with historic interests drive prices in the future? Will vintage 
boatanchors someday reside on the shelf beside Marconi and Deforest for the 
future historians or will they all eventually end up in a landfill somewhere 
because of declining interest? Will ham radio survive into the future with 
enough practical interest in owning and operating this stuff and in keeping it 
working?
